The Van Rensselaer Hous< 



RENSSELAER is a small city on 
the east bank of the Hudson 
river, opposite Albany, N. Y. 
Although It can boast of few 
attractions, It bas the honor of pos- 
sessing within its city limits the oldest 
building in the United States. There 
has been much talk of uniting tbese 
two cities and at some future day this 
old building may bo found in Greater 
Albany. 

As we stood in front of tbis old 
house (facing the river) one beautiful 
October afternoon we thought a more 
desirable location for a dwelling could 
not have been selected, writes Mrs. 
Halsey Hayford, in tbe Utlca Globe. 
At our left we have a view for miles 
down the Hudson. Over at our right ls 
the city of Albany, the upper portion 
of Its $27.000,00p-dollar pile of marble 
(the capltol) being plainly visible. 

This old mansion faces tbe south- 
ern part of Albany and what we see 
are old broken-down buildings along 
the docks, old black foundries, old 
Ice houses, etc. It has been said tbat 
everything earthly has something to 
mar Its perfection and we thought 
this view ls not an exception.

song of YANKEE DOODLE. 

We entered the small front hall In 
the middle of the house. Two doors 
opposite each otber admit us Into th* 
two main rooms. At tbe back of the 
hall, at our left, is an unnttractive 
staircase. The main rooms have odd- 
fashioned fireplaces with wooden 
mantles ornamented with wreaths and 
garlands. Under each window is a 
seat. Back of the room at the left 
ls a larger hall extending across the 
house, with a door at either end. The 
north door Is made In two halves, up- 
per and lower. Back of this hall Is 
another good-sized room. All the rooms 
In this building are of good size and 
the ceilings are about nine feet high. 

When we had ascended the front 
stairs we took about three steps to 
our right and at the top of a short 
flight of stairs at our left ls a small 
room with low ceilings. This was 
called the "dead room." Any mem- 
ber of the family dying was laid In 
this room. It was never used for any 
other purpose. Going down from this 
room and ascending a short flight of 
stairs in front of us we reached the 
upper hall. The arrangement of the 
three floors of this house ls tbe same. 
One room at the right, tbree at the 
left. 

How the House was built. 

On Jnly 27, 1630, KIHaen Van 
Rensselaer, a gentleman who resided 
In Holland, purchased of the Indians 
(through his agent) a tract of land, 
48 miles one way and 24 the other, 
containing more thnn 700.000 acres. 
It was divided In two parts by the 
Hudson river. The western half com- 
prised the whole county of Alhnny. 
while the enwtern half was more thnn 
two-thirds of Rensselaer county. 
Later additional purchases were mnde. 

It was found necessary to li 
manor house and plaee of protection 
against the hostile Mohicans mid the 
Lord Pntroon, or the Pntronn, ns he 
was called, ordered his ngent to hnlld 
a fort. This he did In 16-11, the (Into 
which Is cut on n stone In I ho cellar 
wall, Inside of this old building. The 
brick, shingles nnd nails used in Itn 
construction were sent from Holland. 
The fort was named Crallo nder the 
I'utroon's estate neiir iiulzen. 



Many times when the Indians be- 
came particularly hostile the people 
fled to this fort for safety. Two port 
holes are still in the front walls of 
this building. There were nine of these 
port holes. In. the cellar ls an under- 
ground passage leading to the well. 

It was made so that when the house 
was surrounded by the enemy, the In- 
mates could still have a water supply. 
The well ls about 12 feet from the rear 
of the house, and Is nearly filled wltb 
water, but ls covered with boards. It 
was said to be 175 feet deep, and was 
fo/aous for the purity of Its water. Un- 
til recently there were bones In the cel- 
lar, said to have been the bones of In- 
dians. Perhaps they were put there 
through the trap door still seen in tbe 
floor. 

Klllnen Van Rensselaer died at Am- 
sterdam in 1647. never having visited 
America. After a time his descend- 
ants came from Holland, and occupied 
this building as a dwelling. As the 
country became more settled, they 
rented farms to the colonists, and were 
to receive annually, as rent, six bushels 
of oats, two pairs of chickens and a 
cord of wood, or their equivalent In 
cash. Many who paid this rent through 
two or three generations, for the farms 
which they had occupied, refused to 
pay It longer. This was the commence 
ment of the "antlrent war," which was 
long and bitter. 

heir "Wash'^to Ho lland. 
'X'lii Vin lTTnflSfc.aerH seir,. annually 
their soiled linen to Holland to be 
washed, although the Hudson river 
was In front of their home. Two old 
chests In which they sent their soiled 
linen, were In the attic of tbls old 
house until recently. 

An addition was built on this old 
manor house In 1740, nnd In the early 
part of 1800. Italian marble mantels 
took the plaee of the old wooden ones. 
They were the first In this country. 
Later they were replaced by the wood- 
en ones now In the building. 

Doctor Jeremlnh Van Rensselaer 
lived here In 1852, and was the last 
member of the family to occupy this 
house. After his denth It wns owned 
by different Individuals. The last 
gentlemnn who resided here endeavored 
to have a bill passed hy the legisla- 
ture at Albany for Its purchase by the 
state. The bill was not passed, and, 
soon after, he vacated the house, It 
being "covered with mortgage." 
Anyone seeing this old manor house 
few months after this would not 
have had the least douht of Its being 
the oldest building In the United 
States. Children played In It by day, 
and it was a rendezvous for tramps at 
night. The only reason there wn* a 
whole pane of glass left was because 
It -was beyond the reach of a stone 
thrown by the average small boy. Later 
It was sold at auction, nnd purchased 
by a company of ice dealers. Tbere are 
but a few feet left on either side of 
this old mansion, ns tbe lawn at the 
north was sold last year, and, upon It 
a modern dwelling wns erected. A 
similar fate was awaiting the old 
house when It was purchased hy Mrs. 
Susan He Lancy Van Rensselaer 
Strong of New Yory city. 

Mrs. Strong ls a descendant of Kll- 
iaen Van Rensselaer, and ls very en- 
thusiastic in regard to the restoration 
of this home of her forefathers. The 
front hall and two large rooms on 
either side are now being repaired by 
the order of three patriotic societies. 
They hope a sufficient number of so- 
cieties will become interested In the 
Imlldlng until It ls entirely restored. It 
will soon be opened to the public, and 
"kept as n depository of articles^ of 
colonial or revolutionary Interest." 

If there ls the least doubt about its 
helng the oldest building In the United 
States, It ls certainly very old, and of 
sufficient historical renown to be 
worthy of preservation. 



Age of the Oceans. 

Scientists have figured out the aver- 
age amount of salt carried by the 
rivers of the world ns a total, and have 
compared with the total quantity of 
salt In the ocenns. From these data 
(taking Into account evaporation and 
rate of stream flow) It ls possible to 
reckon how mnny years have been re- 
quired to make the seas as salt ns 
they nro todny. On this basis, Prof. 
Frank Clarke of the United States ge- 
ological survey, one of the foremost 
authorities, estimates that tho oceans 
are about 00,000,000 years old. 



TWO DOLLAR WHEAT 



This Price Will Hold For Some 
Years. 

A well advised commercial authority 
gives It as bis opinion, "as a slow 
descent may be counted on In the' 
prices for grain when the war ends- 
It may take several years to restore 
the world's stock of foodstuffs to nor- 
mal — there is good ground for confi- 
dence In the outlook for rapid devel- 
opment in agriculture." 

If this be correct, it follows tbat 
the profession of farming will mate 
rlally Increase its ranks In the next 
few years. 

Todny, the price of wheat Is set by 
the United States government at $2.20 
per busbel, and In Canada the price 
has been set at $2.21. This, of course, 
Is less freight and handling charges 
which brings the average to the farm- 
ers at about $2.00 per bushel. This 
price will pay so long as land, mate- 
rial and labor can be secured nt rea- 
sonable . prices. It remains for the 
would-be producer to ascertain where 
he can secure these at prices that will 
make the production of grain profit- 
able. He will estimate what price he 
can afford to pay for land that will give 
him a yield of wheat which when sold 
at $2.00 per bushel, will return him a 
fair profit Local and social condi- 
tions will also enter Into the considera- 
tion. Finding what he wants be would 
be wise to make his purchase now. 
Land prices In some portions of the 
country are low, certainly as low as 
they will ever be. City property and 
town property will fluctuate, but fnrm 
property will hold Its own. The price 
of groin ls as low as It will be for 
some years. Therefore It vfould be 
well to look about and find what caa 
be done. 

There are doubtless mnny opportu' 
nltles in the United States, especially 
In the Western States, to purchase 
good agricultural binds, that will pro* 
duce well, at reasonable prices. If the* 
would-be buyer has the time to Inves- 
tigate, and that ls needed, for these 
lands do not exist In any considerable 
area, he would be well repaid. Not 
only will his land certainly Increase In 
value — the unearned Increment would 
be an asset — while under cultivation he 
can find nothing that will give better 
results. He will at the same time be 
performing a patriotic act, a needful 
act, one that would meet with the food 
controller's plea to lucreuse agrlcui 
tural production and assist In reducing 
the deficit of 75 mllllou bushels of 
wheat reported by the controller.

The penalty for fallnre to make the 
return on time Is a fine of not less 
than *20 uor more than $1,000, and 
In addition 50 per cent of the amount 
of !he tax due. For making a false 
or fraudulent return, the penalty Is 
a fiue not to exceed $2,000 or not ex- 
ceeding one yenr's imprisonment or 
both, in the discretion of the court and 
In addition 100 per cent of the tax 
evaded. 

As to the Farmer*. 

The number of farmers who will pey 
income taxes hns not been estimated 
by the government officials, but it Is 
certain they will form a lurge percen- 
tage of the 6.000.000 persons assessed 
who never before have paid an Income 
tax. The average farmer does not 
keep books but If he avails himself of 
the services of government experts 
who will be sent to aid him. It will not 
he difficult for him to ascertain the 
amount of his net Income. 

The farmer Is making out his return 
may deduct depreciation In the value 
of property and machinery used In the 
conduct of his farm, and loss by fire, 
storm or other casualty, or by theft if 
not covered by Insurance. Expenses 
actually Incurred in farm operation 
may be deducted, but not family or liv- 
ing expense. Produce raised on the 
farm and traded for groceries, wearing 
apparel, etc. Is counted as living ex- 
penditures and cannot be deducted. 

Salaries pnld by the state or a polit- 
ical subdivision of the state are ex- 
empt A farmer holding -the job of 
county supervisor, for Instance, does 
not have to include his salary In Ms In- 
come tax return. 



"'"shlnrtou.— "Must I pay an In- 
come tax?" 

A hat u th* question that thousands 
of Americana are asking. The answer, 
In • general way. Use in this state- 
ment : 

Every unmarried person having a 
net income of $1,000 or more, and ev- 
ery married person or head of a fam- 
ily ha-'ng »n Income of $2,000 or mors 
must ftje a return. These returna must 
be lu the hands of the collector of I 
ternal revenue in the district In which 
the taxpayer Uvea or has his principsl 
place of business between January 1 
and March 1, 1918. 

The man who think* to evads this 
tax is making a serious error. Revenue ' 
officials will be in every county to 
check returns. Fsllure to make a cor- 
rect return within the time specified 
involve* heavy penalties. 

"Net income" means gross income 
less certain deductions provided for by 
the act The law defines income as 
profit gala, wagea. salary, commia- 
siona, money or its equivalent from 
professions, vocations, commerce, 
trade, rents, salea and deallnga in prop- 
erty, real and personal, and Interest 
from Investments except Interest from 
government bonds, or state, municipal 
township or couuty bonds. Incomes 
from service as guardlau, trustee or 
executor; from dividends, pensions, 
royalties, or patents, or oil and gas 
wells, coal land, etc., are taxable. 
Normal Rats Is 2 Per Cent 
Th* normal rate of tax Is 2 per cent 
on net incomes above the amount of 
exemptions, which I* $2,000 in ths cass 
of a married person or bead of a fam- 
ily sod $1,000 In the case of a single 
person. A married peraon or bead of 
a family Is allowed an additional ex- 
emption of $200 for each dependant 
child If under eighteen years of age 
or incapable of self-aupport because 
defective. The taxpayer Is considered 
to be the bead of a family If he la 
actuillj aupporting one or more per- 
sons closely connected with him by 
blood relationship or relationship by 
msrrlSKe. or If his duty to aupport 
^ . r»rson Is based on aome moras* 
<y&~\**l obligation. 

Debts ascertained to be worthless 
and charged off within the year and 
taxe* paid except Income taxes and 
those assessed against local benefits 
are deductible. These and other points 
of the Income tax section of the war 
revenue act will be fully explained by 
revenue officers who will visit every 
eouuty in the United States between 
January 2 and March 1 to assist tax-

The Work of School Children and 
Youths. 

Above Is the picture of a lnd wear- 
ing a knitted sweater, helmet and long* 
wrlsted mlts of the regulation sort 
made for the soldiers. He has joined 
the ranks of knitters for the Red Cross 
and will occupy himself, during his 
spare time from school duties, with 
this and other work that he Is able to 
do for the benefit of our fighting men. 
When the spring corner It is planned 
to give thousands of youths from fif- 
teen "to twenty-one, work In the fields 
and gardens. In the meantime boys 
big and little are knitting, making 
trench torches, canvassing for yearly 
members of the Red Cross and prov- 
ing themselves "men among men" In 
war work. 

Helmets, mitts and scarfs are usu- 
ally knitted, but women who are un- 
familiar with knitting and accustomed 
to the crochet hook, may make equally 
good ones. A clever method of join- 
ing the knitted sweater (when It Is 
finished) along the sides has been In- 
troduced by some resourceful mind 
lately. Tarn In a contrasting color Is 



ufced for sewing the straight edges to* 
gether so that these stitches and no 
others may be cut, In case It Is neces- 
sary to open the seams to take the 
sweater off, when Its wearer Is wound- 
ed. This saves the sweater for future 
use. But however carefully all these 
garments are made they will wear out 
and we must all stick to our knitting 
for some time to come. 

Another Item of comfort for the sol- 
diers, that disappears like snow under 
the sun. Is the needed trench torch. 
Millions of these have already been 
made by school children and" millions 
more must be made. Then there are 
the caps, bootees and other garments 
school girls are making successfully. 
In planning the work of the school 
children for 1918 It must be given va- 
riety. 

Boys and girls did some efficient 
work In selling bonds for the second 
Liberty loan and not many of them 
will return quite empty handed if they 
take up work In the campaign for new 
members to the Red Cross. Some of 
them seem to have such an especial ap- 
titude for this work, grown-ups hate to 
turn down the young enthusiasts.

CLOSE VIGILANCE NECESSARY 

Three Whistles; Presto, Battery Cam- 
ouflagedl — In This Instance Ven- 
turesome German Machine 
Plunged to Earth. 

London. — The airplane sentry sat 
on his solitary mound In the middle of 
the field In the hot sunshine. His busi- 
ness was to watch for hostile airplanes 
and warn the battery of their ap- 
proach. It does not sound a very ardu- 
ous business, but It Is one that requires 
considerable training If mistakes are 
to be avoided. Airplanes fly too high 
nowadays for their distinguishing 
marks to be discerned, even through 
the best glasses. The sentry must be 
able to detect the enemy as soon ns he 
comes In sight, at whatever angle he 
may happen to bo flying; and with so 
mnuy different types of machine In the 
air this requires experience and a 
quick eye. 

The experience he had gained by be- 
ing attached for some days to an nntl- 
alrcraft buttery whose business It was 
to spot all hostile planes at once: 
quickness of vision was Inbred In "him. 
for he had an Englishman's love of 
sport. The attitude of watchfulness 
seemed natural to him ns he sat with 
his glass slung round his neck, his eyes 
searching the skies nil about him. 

A couple of hundred yards away, the 
battery was at the height of Its morn- 
ing toilet. The big gnus were uncov- 
ered and the llaiber-gunners and their 
assistants were performing (he morn- 
ing ablutions of their charges, washing 
out the bores and scrubbing them with 
the long-handled plusaba brushes that 
take four men to push through. The 
artlfleor was testing air pressures; the 
section officers und their layers were 
busy with the sights. Behind the guns, 
again, groups of men were laying shells 
In rows, tuklng theia from the heaps In 
which they had been dumped by the 
ammunition column during the night. 
The whole orchurd wns a scene of ac- 
tivity, and concealment was out of the 
question while It lasted. 

Sudden Transformation. 

Suddenly the airplane sentry stood 
up, gazed ut u distant speck in the sky 
through his glasses for a few seconds, 
then blew three blasts upon his whis- 
tle. Before the echoes had died away 
a furious scene-shifting began In the 
battery. The cleaning squads put 
down their utensils and drew up the 
gtin-covers, the artificer put his span- 
ners In his pocket and sprang under 
the nearest tree, where he was joined 
by the section officers and their assist- 
ants. The shell numbers hastily cov- 
ered their work with leaves aud brush- 
wood, and hid themselves under cover 
of the shed that acted as an ammuni- 
tion store. In ten seconds, where all 
the nctlvlly had been the sharpest eye 
would have seen nothing but it compact 
orchard, wllh lwre und there a group of 
men Hhellcrlng under trees, invisible 
from I he air. 

The fJerman airplane made a wide 
nwccp over the II ties at a great height, 
Hie nucleus of a Mcaltered pattern of 
Mhrnpnel Ihal burs) all around II, 
leuvlnR puffs of smoke (bat hung like 
eollonwooil against (he elcaf blue of 
the *ky. Then, apparently not liking 
the look of a couple of British lighters 
Hint rose to pursue It, It made ofT. 
without having been anywhere near 
the lailtery. The airplane sentry blew 
Ills whistle onee more ami the covers 
were stripped off the guns and the in- 
terrupted work went on again. 
A Second Invitation. 

Hut the netrlry redonnleil his vtfjl- 
lance. The battery had luiiile Hvtrlf 



exceedingly unpopular with the Ger- 
man ; It had recently put several of 
his guns out of action, besides account- 
ing for a big mlnenwerfer thnt had un- 
noyed the Infantry In the front line, 
and It wns evident that he meant to 
discover Its position somehow. There 
were several German balloons up as it 
was, though a fortunate rise In the 
ground just hid the battery from their 
view. Nor wns it likely that on a day 
when visibility was so good the enemy 
would stop at one ensuui airplane. It 
was far more likely that he would send 
them over ut intervals throughout the 
day. 

And so it happened. Before an 
,hour wns past n second speck appeared 
In the sky and again the scene shifting 
took place on the blast of the whistle. 
This time the hostile plane wns shap- 
ing a course that would bring It very 
nenrly over the buttery, nnd the sentry 
watched It with some concern. On It 
enme. tfie shrapnel bursting furiously 
round it, diving nnd wheeling to dis- 
concert the gunners' aim. It swept 
over the bnttery, went strnlght on for n 
few minutes, then turned nnd enme 
buck aguln. Hnd It seen anything s 
plclous? The sentry scnuned the or- 
clinrd shnrplj. Kvery thing wus in per- 
fect order, not even a bully-beef tin 
lay nbout to betrny n sign of human 
occupntlon ; there were no trncks visi- 
ble ncross the grass; every trifle wns 
cnrefully covered up. It Is on details 
like this thnt the safety of n buttery 
depends. Upon the slightest htnt thnt 
nnythlng is hidden In 11 pnrtlcnliir spot 
the nlrplune cnlts up Its guns and 
ranges 011 the place. And ever nfter- 
wnrd one hns the uncomfortable feel- 
ing that one is suspected nnd thnt nt 
any moment a torrent of shell muy ar- 
rive. 

Pursued by Shrapnet. 

The plane wns perceptibly lower; It 
uliuost seemed us if its suspicions 
must have been aroused. It swept off 
townrd home, pursued by the bursting 
shrupuel thnt It dodged ns If by n 
series of miracles. But suddenly It 
seemed to quiver, Its tail went up, nnd 
It- began to dive steeply. The sentry 
watched It engcrly through his glnsses. 
Was it n. ruse to escupe the shell, or 
wns It hit? Slowly the plnne begun to 
turn over us It fell, nnd then, nil nt 
once, nil control seemed to lenve It, 
nnd It dropped steadily, turning over 
nnd over, the sun flashing from Its pol- 
ished fusllage ns It did so. Lower und 
lower It fell, until only n few hundred 
feet from the ground, when It turned 
on Its side nnd crashed swiftly to enrth. 
n mile or so from the bnttery. 

The sentry blew his whistle once 
more, nnd the buttery returned to Its 
work cheering und whistling. Every 
one hnd seen the mnchlne come to 
enrth nnd wns proportionately elnted. 
But, ns nlwnys, n chlvnlrous feeling for 
their fallen enemy wus mingled with 
the men's Joy. 

"Plucky sportsmnn, thnt," snld one, 
nnd the rest echoed his sentiments.

Albany, Co.— Dougherty county Jail 
Is empty fur the tlrst time in the mem- 
ory of Hip oldest Inhabitant.
